Privy Council, M{-flengers at Arms, Onr Sheriffs in that 
P; artConjunct: y and Severally,Speciaily Conttitate,Greets 
ting; Forasmuch as,theDilpleaſure&ewrarhofAimightyGOD, 
is very viſible agaialt the L jad, in the ſudgements of great Sickn:tle and ygor- 
tality, in moſt parts of rhe Kingdom s As alio of growing Dearth, and Famine 
threatned, with the Imminear hazard bf 1n Invafion from our cruel and bloody. 
Enemics abroad, all che juft defervings, and effefts of wur continuing and a 
bounding fias, and of our yreat ſecurity and impenitency under them: And 
which certainly do call for our deep Humiliation, under the mighty han} of 
GOD, and our'molt earneſt and ſolemn appl: cation, and prayers for his gra= 
. ciouspardon, and the removing and averting of the foreſaid Judgements, upon 
whicn confideration, the Commiſſion of the General Aſſembly hath likeways 
Agdrefied the Lords of Our Privy Councils That a Day of Humiliatioa may 
be appointed,and keeped for cheſeCauſes,throughout the Kingdom; Therefore, 
We, wita Advice of the Lordsof Qur Privy Council, Command and Appoint 
aDay of Rumiliation, andPrayer to be obſerved throughout the wholeKingdom, 
upon thetuenty firft day of Faxyary nixtto come; Upon which Weare tobe 
deeply humbled before Gad, for our manifold fins and provocations, that fo 
openly abound, and in which Men ſtill contizue ſecure bay: hardned, notwith- 
ſtanding of Gods greatmercy &dcliverances wrought for us,and of ourfrequent 
confeffions, and former Faliings, which yet have produced no amendment, or 
Reformation: Ard therefure to Jeprecat his deſerved wrath,and to implore his 
Mercy and Grace, that we may bc delivered from the forefaid Judgements ale 
ready Incumbent; And likewaycs from the Invalzon, and other evils where= 
with we are lo imminently threatned z which day of Solemn Humiliation and 
Prayer, above appointed, We, with Advice foreſaid, Require and Command, 
to be meſt Religiouſly and Seriouſly obſerved by all our Peopic, by publick 
Prayer, Prezching and all other Att ofdeep Humiliation, and Devotion fuit- 
able to the foreſaid Cauſes and Occafions, OUR IVILL 135 a4EREFORE, 
And We Charge you ſtrialy, and Command, that incontinent thir Our Let- 
 rers(ten, ye paſs to the Mercat Croſsof edinburgh, and to the remaneot Mar. 
ker Croſſes of the Head Burghs, of the Several Shyres, and Stewartrics within 
rhis Kingdom, and in 0ur Name and Authority, make publication bercof, that 
NONE pretend [gnoranc. And We Ordain Our Solicitor to diſpatch Copies 
hereof, to the Sheriffs of the (everal Shyres, and Stewarts of Stewartries, and 
their Deputs, ot Clerks, tobe by them publiſhed at the Aercat Crofes of the 
Head Burghs, upon recept thereof, and icqmediately {cat to the ſeveral agini- 
ters, tothe «ffeR' that the ſame may be intimate, and read in their ſeveral Par- 
och Chorches, upon the Lords Day, immediately preceeding the, day above- 
appointed, and Ordains thir preſents to be Printed, and allowes the Cauſes of 
this Faſt, given into the Lords of Our Privy C: ouncil be the Commiſſion of the 
General Aﬀembly o:this National Church, to be Printed herewith.
